REVIEW OF THE PAST YEAR'S 
WORK. 


STERLING PUBLIC SERVICE 

The annual meeting of the Hong 
Kong Benevolent Saciety was held 
in‘the Cheer-O Santeen,, City Hall, 
this morning, and attracted a large 
attendance of members. 

Mrs, W. T. Southorn presided and 
was supported by Mra, McCormack, 
Hon. Secretary, Mra. J. H, Hunt, 
and the Hon. Mr. W. E. L. Shenton. 

Mra. Southorn addressed the 
meeting as follows:— 


It is said that “good wine needs 
no bush,” but in the case of the 
Benevolent Society it is necessary 
oceasionally to set its claims for 
support before the Hong Kong pub. 
lic. :One cannot help feeling that, 
if people realised fully the advan- 
tages afforded by the Society’s in- 
vestigation of cases and administra- 
tion of relief, the. Society would 
boast many more anual subscribers 
than it'does at present. Twelve 
dollars a year—one.dollar a month 
—is not an excessive sum to ask to 
for dealing with any cases that the 
subscriber may care to send, report- 
ing on ‘its merits and  assist- 
ing the applicant when the Commit- 
tee has decided that it is deserv- 
ing and within their scope. 

The work of the Society is not 
achieved in an odd hour or 80. 
Members of the Committee give up 
several mornings a week to attend- 
ing at the City Hall, where the pre- 
liminary interviews take place and 
where clothing is distributed. Per- 
sonal visits are paid to the homes 
of applicants when necessary, Fin- 
ally a fortnightly meeting of the 
whole Committee is held and every 
case is judged on its merits. 

-Not An Exact Science 


Charity can’ never be reduced to|- 


an exact science, but every year 
sees common sense and experience 
applied in increasing quantities to 
the solution of its problems. Those 
who have the impulse to give, whe- 
ther it be half-a-crown or a thou- 
sand pounds, know: that they can 
have it Jaid out to the best advan- 
tage. The average person has no 
time to go [nto the rights or wrongs 
of applicants for help. He is torn 
between a desire to give something 
in case the piteous tale is genuine, 
or to withhold it because he has 
been “taken in” before by many: a 
Plausible and lusty beggar. 
I think that, if the general! public 
could see ‘our fortnightly delibera- 
- tions round the table at the Helena 
May Institute — our harassed mien 
and wrinkled brows—they would 
not grude that magic annual $12 
or lump sum of $50 which, given 
abundantly, can make our desert 
of difficult and distressing cases 
‘ eblossom-like the rose with holp and 
hope. :

CIVIL SERVICE 
ESTIMATES 


ADVANCE OF £48,000,000 ON| 


THE PREVIOUS YEAR 
’ GRANTS TO REVENUES | 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

‘The estimates for the Civil Ser- 
vice and Revenue Departments for 
the coming financial year show a 
total of £368,000,000, which is an 
advance of £48,000,000 on the last 
estimates,’ £6,500,000 more are re- 
quired for the unemployment fund 
and 45,000,000 more for widows, 
orphans and old age pensions. 

The education services show an 
increase of £2,750,000. The greater 
portion of the increase, namely of 
£30,000,000 is, however, attributed 
to the proviaion which is made for 
the first time for grants to local re- 
venues. There is a decrease of 
£2,120,000 for war pensions. These 
are the first estimates yet formed.

Another Report -

Runcays of a compromise be- 
tween the leaders of Kwangtung 
and Kwangsi, still persist. A truce 
has-been ordered by both sides 
after a severe battle at Paklau

DELI MARU PIRACY 


Clever Pleading Fails to 
Move Magistrate 


‘ACCUSED TO STAND TRIAL 
The criminal case arising 
out’ of the piracy, on board 
the Japanese steamship Dell 
Maru, in September, was\ con- 
cluded before Mr.. A. W. G. H. 
Grantham at the Central Magis- 
tracy on Saturday, when he decided 
to commit the two accused for trial 
at the next Criminal Sessions on 
the following charges :— 
_ Lo Ming and Chan Chung-nam, 
charged with consulting, con- 


rts, federating and corresponding with 


pirates for the ransom of Hsu Hau- 
hi, a Chinese onginerr of Shanghal, 
who was captured by pirates. 


Lo Ming alone, charged with 
threatening Cheung King-yuet and 
Liu Chow-yan to injure the person 
of Hau in order to cause them to 
pay the aum of $11,600. 

Lo. Ming and’ Chan Chung- 
nam, charged - with conspiracy, 
with others. unknown,’ to il- 
legally . obtain from © Cheung 
King-yuet and Liu Chow-yan the 
sum of $11,600. 

Before his Worship gave his de- 
cision, Mr. A. Covey, of Messrs. 
G. K. Hall Brutton and Co, made 
a lengthy speech for the defence. 

Piracy Proved 

He said that a piracy on the high 
seas aboard the Deli Maru had 
been proved, as well as the shoot- 
ing and the robbery at sea, in fact, 
all except who the pirates were,

Trading With Pirates

No Evidence of Criminality - 

In conclusion, Mr. Covey sub- 
mitted that there had been no evi- 
dence whatever of criminality, or 
intention to commit a crime on 
the part of the first accused. 

With regard to second accused, 
he submitted that there had been 
absolutely no evidence whatever 
to prove him In any way guilty 
of even attempting to ransom 
Hau, or of any criminal act or 
Intention. The only evidence 
against him had been, of $900 be- 
ing found ‘inside each boot that 
he was wearing at the timo of his 
arrest, “A very safe place, too, 
to horde your wealth!” 

Mr. Covey asxed for the dis- 
missal of both accused, saying 
that he felt assured that-the At- 
torney-General, would, if a com- 
mittal were made, enter a nolle 
prosequi, or failing that, the Judge 
would not permit such a case to 
go before a Jury, and that if he 
did, a Jury would not convict. 

« The Case of Hsu 
Finally, Mr. Covey proposed 
that the moneys in the hands of 
the -Police should” be paid to 
trustees, other than the Police, for 
the respective parties from whom 
they wore taken; to use their ut- 
most endeavours to obtain the re- 
lease’ of ‘Hsu.

The agreement deals with the powers of consular officials, the 
Chinese laws and regulations which are (and shall be) applicable in 
the District Court (Ti Fang Fa Yuan) and the branch High Court 
(Kao Teng Fa Yuan Fen Yuan) to be established in the Inter- 
national Settlement by the Government of China. : . 

The agreement is given in full, and should prove of value for 
purposes of reference to members of the legal profession and to 
business houses in the Colony having interests in Shanghai, | 


THE TERMS 


Article I 
From the date on which the 
present Agreement comes into force, 
all former’ rules, agreements, ex- 
changes of note etcetera having 
‘special reference to the establish- 
ment of.a Chinese court in the 
International Sett.cment at Shang- 
hal shall be abolished. : 
Article II 
The Chinese Government shall, in 
accordance With Chinese laws and 
regulations relating to the judiciary 
and subject to the terms of the 
present Agreement, establish In the 
‘International Settlement at Shang- 
hai a Districe Court (Ti Fang Fa 
Yuan) and a branch High Court 
(Kao Teng Fa Yuan Fen Yuan), 
All Chinese laws and’ regulations, 
substantive as well as procedural,
